state ticket by a plurality of probably 
twenty thousand. More than half the 
precincts of the state are included in 
the figures that show these results, no 
estimates being: considered and any 
difference will be simply as to the size 
of the plurality, there being no ques- 
tion of the certainty of the result. 

The slow count delayed knowledge of 
the difference as to the Jegislature and 
both parties claim to have the majority 
in that body that will settle the United 
States senatorship. The same slow 
count delayed decision as to the bal- 
ance of the state ticket. Bach big city 
in Ohio and every county has contrib- 
uted its share to the total precincts re- 
ported, both on president and governor, 
so that the totals of the precinct vote 
from half the precincts in the State 
represents all possinple sections and 
shades of opinion. This being the case, 
the same proportionate strength is 
likely to continue throughout the state 
and Taft’s fifty or more thousand and 
Harmon's plurality of twenty thousand 
will come very close to the pluralities 
of those candidates on ttfe full vote. 

Less than half a dozen Ohio counties 
have reported the completion of their 
vote counting, and it is impossible to 
Summarize the vote by counties or oth- 
erwise. As yet only very meager fre- 
ports have ‘been received on minor state 
candidates and those give no indication 
regarding those places,

The 
insinuations from certain quarters that 
the Farmers’ Union is in anywise re- 
sponsivle for,-or condones night riding, 
are utterly unjust. 

Night riding, so called, started sev- 
éral years ago in the itehacco welt of 
Kentucky. 
ing to do, was in no wise oonnected 
with, or: responsible for,’ night riding 
in the Kentucky tobacco belt.. Its mem- 
bership did not then extend into that 
region, and -«\has nothing to do with 
it in Tenness or other svuthern 
states. 

The Farmers’ Union, through its 
highest officers, and by numerous reso- 
lutions of its state, county and local 
unions, has time and again condemned | 
such lawlessness, and called upon its. 
membership to frown down upon the 
same, 

The Farmers’ Union will pursue such 
policy, and stand ready .to cooperate 
with all law-abiding citizens, and offi- 
cers of the law, in firmly putting a 
stop to night riding. 

The farmers of the United States, @s
